ON THE FARM 


‘Ice in November to carry a duck, the rest of the winter will be BS = 
slush and muck'. We managed to get the autumn drilling finished el ae , ia 
by the end of October but it was very wet and some of the headlands are very com- 
pacted and the wheat is having a job to get going. The slugs have been a real pest this 
year and some crops have needed extra slug pellets, but with the weather getting colder 
they should be killed off (I hope). We have managed to get some of the winter beans 
planted but with the ground so wet in some places we had to use the tractors in tandem 
(one tractor towing the other) to get them ploughed in. The ground destined for the 
spring beans will soon be ploughed and left for the frost to work down. Large parts of 
the meadows are still flooded and we have been hand feeding the ewes for the past 
month, They will soon have to come in for the winter. We still have some fat lambs to 
sell but the prices have dropped some 50% on last year. As we are now having to feed 
them they will have to go for whatever | can get and cut the losses. There is no 
improvement in grain prices either. The much-publicised hand-out by our benevolent (or 
should that be malevolent) Government will do little to ease the present farming crisis. 

It is targeted on the beef and hill farmers only. The rest of us must soldier on. 

With the recent flooding in the valley we have seen large numbers of wild fowl, some 
common: Mallard, Widgeon, Teal and Tufted Duck, and some not so common: Shelduck, 
Shoveller Duck and 2 Cormorants as well as some Waders, Sandpipers, Redshank, Golden 
Plover, Lapwing and Snipe. 

They say that hope springs eternal but this particular spring has got rather worn and 
tired. Oh well, throw another log on the fire! Christmas is coming, the pheasants are 
still flying and the Deddington pantomime is on in January, where no doubt | shall make 
a complete ass of myself as usual. So perhaps things are not as bad as they seem

A journey to the Western Front and the area of the Ypres Salient : | was once again a 


privileged to be a member of the Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Fire Service contin Hy 


gent taking part in the Armistice Day Parade at the Menin Gate in Ypres. 

In Poperinge we visited Talbot House, the Headquarters during the First World War of 
TOC H. It was used as a Rest Centre for troops, where they were entertained by a 
young lady playing the piano for sing-songs. She is still alive and after we had met her 
she started to play the same piano she had played over 80 years ago. We joined in the 
singing. Talbot House is still open and people still book to stay there and visit the areas 
of the Somme and the Ypres salient. We then travelled to Sanctuary Wood Memorial and 
Museum where there is a memorial to the Canadian Forces. After a 30 minute visit we 
went on to Ypres, to the Flanders Fields Museum which was formerly the Salient Museum 
but is now a Museum for Peace. After the visit we went to our hostel where we were 
kitted out with our ceremonial uniform for the Armistice Parade. 

On Tuesday morning we met our Guide Mr. Tony De Bruyne, who has been taking the 
Oxfordshire Fire Service party round the battlefields for 12 years. First stop was Essex 
Farm Cemetery, where John McCrae wrote the poem ‘in Flanders Fields'. Here we found 
the grave of Rifleman Strudwick who was only 15, and also the Memorial to the 49th 
Division, West Riding. Next was the new Irish Cemetery where there is the grave of a 
62-year-old, believed to be the oldest serviceman to be killed. 

We visited Oxford Road Cemetery, Seaforth Cemetery then Langemark which is a German 
Cemetery and is in very stark contrast to the others where all the grave stones are 
white and upright. The Germans’ gravestones are dark grey and /aid flat and until 
recently no flowers were allowed. it is surrounded by trees and when we were there 
wind was blowing leaves across the ground, adding to the eeriness of the place. 

At Poelcapelle Cemetery we found the grave of Irish Rifleman Condon who at 14 was 
the youngest soldier to be killed. Then came Passchendaele and Tyne Cot Cemetery, 
largest of the war grave cemeteries anywhere in the world, with 11,908 graves and a 
memorial to 34,888 listed as missing. Our party laid 6 wreaths to relatives and local 
people and 2 of our members played the Last Post. 

That evening we attended the ceremony at the Menin Gate where members of the Ypres 
Fire Service have played the Last Post every night since the end of the First World War 
except for a short time during the Second World War when Ypres was occupied by the 
Germans. The walls under the arches of the Menin Gate bear the names of 54,896 men 
who died between 1/914 and !917 and have no known grave. 

On Wednesday morning we dressed in our ceremonial uniforms of white helmets, Lancer 
tunics and white lanyards, belts and gloves and went by coach into the town. We form- 
ed up outside Ypres Fire Station with several other British Fire Services including the 
Devon Fire Service's Corps of Drums. We marched about |! mile to the Menin Gate past 
thousands of people all applauding us, then took up our position about 20 yards from the 
Menin Gate itself. | will never forget the sound of the 8 buglers of the Ypres Fire 
Service playing the Last Post, the sound reverberating round the arches. 

After the ceremony we set off for home, reflecting on the last 3 days and _ realising just 
how and why so many lost their lives in that horrible war. ALBERT HUMPHRIES

THIS LITTLE FUNCTION 


(Last October our Librarian, Rosemary Arnold, rang to say that letters from Professor J.R.R.Tolkien had 
been discovered in an old folder of Deddington Library accounts.Was the DN interested ? Indeed the 
DN was! Below is a brief account of the event that brought the Professor to Deddington.) 
On Friday 14 December, 1956, Professor J.R.R.Tolkien, Merton Professor of English at Oxford, author 
of The Hobbit and Lord of the Rings, came to Deddington to speak at the Official Opening of the 
Branch Library, when it moved from Forester’s Hall to the Old Court House. 
Miss Stanley-Smith, the County Librarian, organised the event. She ordered two new armchairs from 
John Lewis for the occasion, at a cost of £7.7.9d each. Mrs. Lionel Hichens, former Chairwoman of the 
Oxfordshire Education Committee, offered to invite the distinguished guest to lunch. Miss Stanley- 
Smith is much relieved, “ It is unfortunate that the Chairman cannot come, neither can I get any other 
man... lunch at an hotel, without a host, would be rather difficult.” The choice of food also occupies 
her, “Christopher Tolkien is a Roman Catholic, and it is possible that his father is, also, and I think 
that if it is convenient not to have meat for lunch, it would be on the safe side.” Suitable Friday fare of 
eggs and fish is suggested. 
Surprisingly, the great and the good did not flock to hear the Professor. “We have had more refusals 
than ever before for this little function,” Miss Stanley-Smith writes to Mrs Hichens, tactfully 
mentioning the current petrol shortage, but “we have enough acceptances to make a party.” The 
paucity of guests continues to haunt her. After the Opening Ceremony the party retired to the 
Windmill School where Mr. Wing, the headmaster, and the children gave them “a wonderful tea. 
Everyone was fully appreciative of both the service and the food, and I am only sorry that more people 
were not able to join us.” i 
And what of Professor Tolkien’s impressions of the event ? Two hand-written letters survive. In the 
first he accepts the invitation. In spite of his dislike of “talking (in this sense), lecturing or addressing a 
gathering... I should be delighted to visit Deddington and have lunch with you; and I fear that the fee (2 
guineas) will be more than ample for the performance: He gratefully accepts the offer of transport, the 
pied of which has meant that he has “seldom visited Deddington in past years... though I often used to 
lO so.” 
His second letter, written on December 19, concerns the fee for his talk. He fears that his performance 
was “wretched and inadequate” and goes on to say - “I do not think it could merit any fee, and I should 
feel it much more suitable that I should present a volume to the Deddington Library in memory of a 
pleasant occasion. However, possibly the best way of doing this would be to promise a copy of my next 
work (if any), supposing that it seemed worthy of, or suitable for, inclusion ?” 
So many tantalising questions - why did Professor Tolkien visit Deddington in earlier years ? What was 
the subject of his talk at the Opening Ceremony, and, intriguing, did he ever donate a subsequent volume 
(presumably The Silmarillion 7) to the Library ? And if so, where is it ? 
Unfortunately copyright law prevents reproduction of the letters themselves, with their distinctive 
handwriting, but Rosemary Amold plans a small exhibition in the Library before too long. (Ed.) —

FIRE SAFETY : Smoke Detectors : | wonder how many houses locally do not have smoke 
detectors fitted, or have them fitted but not working because either the battery has been 
taken out or is flat. It is a proven fact that smoke kills more people than a fire. When 
situated in the right place, smoke detectors will give enough warning to allow plenty of 
time for people to vacate a property before fire gets a serious hold. 

Readers please take note that if a smoke detector is giving out a single bleep every few 
seconds it is not faulty but the battery is flat and requires changing. Batteries normally 
last 12 months, so it is a good idea to put them in on a significant date, i.e. someone's 
birthday or wedding anniversary; by doing so the date for renewing them is more likely 
to be remembered.

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GARDENING NOTES 


At least the storms are over for the moment and we can settle down to Wig ages 
survey the damage. in this garden we have lost two nice terracotta pots, 

smashed to smithereens and beyond the help of Araldite. Every year | have to replace 
some of them, which makes me wonder about the use of plastic pots. They look all 
right both in colour and shape but to me they don't feel the same. The star of my 
collection is a big Aladdin which Betty Hill made many years ago, a real beauty which 
doesn't need planting up to enhance its looks. Neither frost nor wind has ever touched 
it. The ieaves are sown and bagged up except for a nice Beech hedge which will keep 
its bright orange leaves all the winter and hide the compost. Beech is a really wonderful 
hedging pliant, the best of the lot. 

We have plans to declare war on the Alstroemerias, the tall uncontrollable Peruvian 
Lilies. They are as hard to get settled as they. are to get rid of, and look a lanky mess 
once they have flowered. If you are keen on them it might be worth trying the shorter 
variety which is now being used. 

Well, feet up for the winter and browse through those plant catalogues. There just might 
be something quite irresistible.

A 
container for the leaves should be made from chicken wire, leaves loaded in and packed 
down as more are added. The resulting compost is excellent for potting, or sowing the 
seeds which we shall soon be ordering from the 1999 catalogues. Happy raking!

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for December 1848: 

7th DECEMBER - Mr. H. Chuchill and Mr. Harris from Mr. Field's office called to ask my appro- 
bation of and assistance in enabling them to form a Literacy Institution for the benefit of the 
young men in the Parish and others who might wish to avail themselves of its privileges. | 
replied | was willing to aid in the matter but not to be put prominently forward in the matter, 
| viewed it as an experiment and hoped good might result from it under judicious management. 
9th DECEMBER - Spoke to the shepherd about his future situation here - he was grumbling, 
angry, dissatisfied and swore. 

11th DECEMBER - | met Mr. Lechmere and Mr. Dormer [Magistrates] at Mr. Field's office 
[Solicitor] and heard a case of night poaching against a man from Lower Heyford, who was 
found yesterday morning (Sunday) armed with a gun in Rousham Great Spinney and had a 
pheasant in his pocket. Convicted him and sent him to Oxford for 3 months with hard labour. 
Heard an assault case also from this Parish which we dismissed. 

23rd DECEMBER - | was busied the whole day in distributing our usual Xmas gifts to the poor 
- in coal, wheat and money and tea. Mr. French came at my desire and | requested him to 
see Mr. Turner and Philpotts about the poor's coal - once again. | received letters from 
Marlborough College with the boys' characters and progress - not so good, | am sorry to write 
it, as usual. 

26th DECEMBER - Man committed to the House of Correction for 3 weeks with hard labour for 
leaving his wife and family chargeable to the Parish of South Newington, The Ringers called 
for their Xmas Box, | gave them 5/-d. 

27th DECEMBER - Holford and Willy went to meet Lord Redesdale's hounds at Great Barford. 
Just as we came out of Church the whole pack with Lord Redesdale and a large number of 
sportsmen passed through the Town. | was standing looking on when his Lordship came across 
and kindly shook me by the hand as in days of yore, as did sundry others.
